Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  my  duties  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  I 
have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Eeport  on  the  health  of 
the  District  for  the  past  year  1908. 

For  your  convenience,  and  to  facilitate  reference,  the  various 
sections  have  been  arranged  in  the  same  order  as  in  previous  Reports, 
such  uniformity  also  assisting  the  officials  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  the  Home  Office,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Devon 
County  Council,  in  summarising  and  tabulating  their  reports ; for  it 
will  be  remembered  that  copies  of  this  Report  are  required  to  be  sent 
to  these  bodies.  In  the  following  pages  an  account  will  be  found  of  the 
number  and  causes  of  the  registered  deaths,  the  number  of  births, 
cases  of  notifiable  disease  and  the  methods  taken  to  prevent  their  dis- 
semination, the  quality  and  quantity  of  the  water  supply,  mode  of 
sewage  disposal  and  its  efficiency,  and,  in  short,  any  matter  which  might 
have  an  influence  on  the  public  health  of  the  District,  and  which  has 
come,  or  been  brought,  under  my  notice.  As  required  by  the  Home 
Office,  a special  table  has  been  drawn  up,  dealing  with  work  done  in 
connection  with  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901,  and  lastly  a

I.  GENERAL  SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  population  of  Budleigh  Salterton  at  tlie  last  deceminal  census 
of  1901  was  1,883,  and  the  estimated  population  up  to  June,  1908,  is 

2,160. 

During  the  year  40  deaths  were  registered,  20  males  and  20 
females,  producing  a death  rate  of  18'5  per  1,000  population.  The 
average  for  the  previous  ten  years  was  30*6,  and  the  death  rate  16’0. 
The  Quarterly  Returns  are  thus  tabulated.

When  the  age-distribution  of  the  District  is  taken  into  account,  it 
might  be  expected  that  a large  proportion  of  the  deaths  would  occur 
amongst  elderly  people,  and  this  is  exactly  what  happens,  for  of  these 
40  deaths,  20  were  of  persons  65  years  of  age  and  upwards,  thus : —

The  Zymotic  Death  Rate.  The  seven  principal  Zymotic  diseases 
are,  Smallpox,  Measles,  Scarlatina,  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough, 
Fever  (Typhus  and  Enteric),  and  Diarrhoea.  A case  of  Diphtheria 
was  notified  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  it  unfortunately  proved  fatal. 
Further  remarks  about  this  case  will  be  found  under  the  heading 
“ Infectious  Diseases,”  paragraph  5.  The  Zymotic  death  rate  for  1908 
was  therefore  *46  per  1,000  population,  which  is,  of  course,  a low  rate, 
and  indicates  the  immunity  of  the  District  from  diseases  which  are 
usually  associated  with  defective  sanitation. 

Infant  Mortality.  This  term  signifies  the  number  of  children 
in  a community  dying  under  the  age  of  one  year,  and  for  the  sake  of 
uniformity,  it  is  estimated  at  per  1,000  births.  For  the  last  ten 
years  the  average  was  76*4  per  1,000  births.  In  1908  one  death 
(under  one  year)  was  registered,  which  gives  an  Infant  Mortality  rate 
of  33*3,  which  means,  in  other  words,  that  of  every  1^000  children  born, 
if  identical  conditions  prevailed,  33'3  would  die  before  reaching  the  age 
of  one  year.  This  is  a very  good  record,  and  the  obvious  inference  to 
be  drawn  is,  that  children  born  in  your  District  receive  due  parental 
care,  and  moreover  escape  the  usual  causes  of  infantile  mortality,  viz : 
epidemics  of  Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  Scarlatina,  etc.,  which  are 
frequent  and  well  recognised  causes  of  deaths  amongst  infants. 
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Births.  Thirty  Births  were  registered  during  the  year,  14  being 
males  and  16  females,  giving  a birth  rate  of  13'8.  In  1907  it  was  14’3 
and  for  the  previous  ten  years  14*7.  This  is  a very  low  rate,  but  the 
same  thing  is  apparent  throughout  the  country.  The  causes  of  a 
declining  birth  rate  are  many  and  complex,  and  some  of  them  have  been 
mentioned  in  previous  Beports.  It  is  sufficient,  perliaps,  to  say  that 
the  principal  cause  in  your  District  is  the  preponderance  of  elderly 
people,  the  younger  part  of  the  population  being  attracted  to  towns  by 
various  inducements,  although  it  is  only  fair  to  point  out  that  even  in 
towns  the  birth  rate  is  declining.

A comparison  of  this  table,  with  that  of  last  year,  shows  that 
Heart  Disease  again  heads  the  list  with  practically  identical  figures, 
and  the  same  holds  good  for  Cancer.  Influenza  was  responsible  for 
four  deaths,  and  “Consumption”  (Phthisis)  caused  two.  New  regula- 
tions are  to  be  introduced  in  1909  to  deal  with  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 
and  to  prevent  its  ravages,  as  far  as  possible,  by  a system  of  Notifica- 
tion. A resume  of  these  regulations  is  given  under  “ Infectious 
Disease.” 


II.  AREA  AND  DENSITY  OF  POPULATION. 

The  total  area  of  the  District  is  840  acres,  and  the  number  of 
persons  per  acre  2*5.  The  approximate  number  of  inhabited  houses  is 
540,  and  the  average  number  of  persons  per  house  4*0.

It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  report  the  absence  of  any  complaints 
during  the  year  in  connection  with  the  water  supply,  either  in  quantity 
or  quality.  The  water  from  Kersbrook  and  Sherbrook  has  been 
analysed  twice  during  the  twelve  months  by  the  Public  Analyst,  and  in 
regard  to  the  sample  from  Kerstrook  he  states,  “there  is  a remarkable 
constancy  in  the  mineral  constituents  and  general  character  of  this 
water,  which  has  been  maintained  throughout  all  variations  of  climate 
and  rainfall,  and  it  is  evident  that  the  spring  is  supplied  almost  entirely 
from  a vein  which  rises  from  a deep  subteiranean  source.  The  present 
analysis  shows  that  the  quality  and  purity  of  this  water  continues 
satisfactory.” 


Referring  to  the  sample  submitted  to  him  from  Sherbrook,  the 
Analyst  remarks,  “ being  an  upland  surface  water  the  analytical  results 
are  more  variable,  according  to  conditions  of  climate.  The  water  is  free 
from  organic  or  injurious  contamination,  and  the  purity  continues 
satisfactory.  It  is  free  from  any  extraneous  or  prejudicial  material, 
and  its  organic  and  general  purity  are  in  all  respects  satisfactory.” 
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From  these  reports  you  will  see  that  the  District  is  fortunate  in 
being  supplied  by  water  of  undoubted  purity,  and  when  to  this  is  added 
the  fact  that  the  quantity  available  is  adequate  for  all  purposes,  it  is 
apparent  that  one  of  the  principal  factors  in  the  maintenance  of  the 
health  of  a community  at  a high  level,  viz  : an  abundant  supply  of  pure 
water,  is  present  in  Budleigh  Salterton. 

During  the  year,  as  in  past  years,  every  precaution  has  been  taken 
to  prevent  waste,  by  systematic  inspection  of  taps,  pipes,  etc.,  and  any 
leakages  which  have  been  discovered  have  been  promptly  remedied. 

It  was  resolved  by  the  Council  to  apply  to  the  Local  Government 
Board  for  permission  to  borrow  the  sum  of  <£100  for  the  purpose  of 
laying  a new  water  main  to  Kersbrook.  This  has  been  completed  and 
several  houses  have  been  connected. 

IV.  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  notification  of  certain  infectious  diseases  is  placed  within  reach 
of  Sanitary  Authorities  by  the  Infectious  Disease  Notification  Act  of 
1889.  Many  advantages  accrue  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  from 
compulsory  notification,  some  of  which  have  been  set  forth  in  previous 
Reports.  During  the  past  year  several  cases  have  been  notified  and 
details  are  given  below.  One  case,  Diphtheria,  unfortunately  proved 
fatal. 

Erysipelas.  Two  cases  occurred,  one  in  January  and  the  other  in 
November.  Both  patients  were  females  and  both  recovered. 

Scarlatina.  Two  cases  were  notified,  one  in  January  and  the 
other  in  April ; both  recovered.  There  was  no  connection  between  the 
two,  and  the  source  of  origin  could  not  definitely  be  determined  in 
either  case. 

Diphtheria.  One  case  of  this  dreaded  disease  was  notified,  and 
as  stated  above  the  patient  succumbed.  Fortunately  no  other  cases 
arose  in  the  same  house.  On  receiving  notice  of  the  case,  I visited  the 
premises  without  delay,  and  found  the  drainage  system  of  the  house 
satisfactory,  but  I was  informed  that  very  noxious  smells  were  fre- 
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quently  noticed  in  the  vicinity  of  the  patient’s  dwelling.  Diphtheria  is 
doubtless  more  prevalent  among  persons  exposed  to  the  foul  emanations 
from  sewers  and  drains,  and  in  a large  proportion  of  houseliolds  invaded 
by  this  disease,  drainage  defects  are  found  to  exist.  The  accumulation 
of  manure  or  other  filth  in  proximity  to  a house  is  also  a predisposing 
cause,  though  the  relation  is  by  no  means  so  universal  as  the  public  has 
learnt  to  believe.  None  of  these  sanitary  defects  were  present  in  the 
case  in  question,  and  its  origin  could  not  be  ascertained.  It  need 
hardly  be  said  that  the  usual  preventive  measures  are  invariably  taken 
when  ’a  case  of  infectious  disease  occurs.  These  precautions  were 
mentioned  in  last  years  Keport,  and  need  not  be  re-stated  here. 

Attention  is  drawn  to  the  fact  that  the  authorities  at  the  Exeter 
Sanatorium  have  agreed  to  admit  patients  to  that  Institution,  from  this 
District,  suffering  from  infectious  disease,  for  the  sum  of  25/- per  week. 
This  charge  does  not  include  the  cost  of  conveying  the  patient  to 
Exeter. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  no  case  of  Typhoid  Fever  has  been 
notified  in  Budleigh  Salterton  since  1904,  and  in  that  instance  the 
disease  was  contracted  outside  your  District.  This  is  an  excellent 
advertisement  for  a seaside  resort,  which  depends  in  great  part  for  its 
prosperity  on  ha\ing  a clean  bill  of  health,  especially  in  respect  of 
Typhoid  Fever. 

Milk  Supply.  Considering  the  number  of  diseases  which  are 
capable  of  dissemination  by  faulty  or  dirty  methods  in  the  storage  and 
distribution  of  milk,  it  behoves  Sanitarv  Authorities  to  insist  as  far  as 
possible  on  cleanliness  in  the  various  operations,  from  milking  the  cow 
to  the  delivery  of  the  milk  to  the  customer.  The  greatest  liability  to 
pollution  probably  occurs  during  the  milking  process,  and  eftectual 
supervision  is  then  difiicult,  but  as  regards  the  condition  of  the  Dairies, 
Cowsheds,  Milkshops,  and  the  utensils  employed,  precautions  can  be 
taken  and  recommendations  given  by  your  officials,  for  safeguarding  the 
milk  from  contamination  on  its  journey  from  the  animal  to  the  con- 
sumer. The  Sanitary  Inspector  and  I have  endeavoured  to  render  the 
supply  as  pure  as  possible,  by  systematic  inspection  of  premises,  utensils, 
etc.,  and  our  conclusions  and  actions  have  been  reported  to  you. 
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In  connection  with  infectious  disease  and  its  prevention,  it  is 
desirable  to  mention  an  important  Order  which  comes  into  operation  on 
1st  January, '1909.  Its  title  is  “The  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis) 
Regulations,  1908,”  and  its  aim  is,  the  extension  of  administrative 
action  for  the  prevention  of  tuberculosis  or  pulmonary  consumption. 
The  need  for  some  such  powers  has  long  been  advocated.  The  Order 
applies  chiefly  to  “poor  persons,”  who  are  defined  as  those  who  have 
been,  or  are,  in  receipt  of  relief  from  the  Poor  Rate,  and  it  directs  that 
a District  Medical  Officer  shall  send  a notification  in  the  case  of  any 
poor  person  sufiering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  within  48  hours  after  he  has  recognised  the  symptoms 
of  the  disease.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  being  thus  informed  of 
the  case,  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  Council,  take  precautions  for  the 
purpose  of  preventing  the  spread  of  infection,  which  precautions  put 
briefly  are — 

(1.)  The  destruction  and  disinfection  of  infected  articles,  and  the 
cleansing  of  premises. 

(2.)  The  safe  disposal  or  destruction  of  infectious  material,  i.e., 
sputum,  etc.,  produced  as  a result  of  the  disease. 

(3.)  Aflford  such  assistance,  or  articles  within  reasonable  limits,  as 
the  circumstances  of  the  case  require. 

(4.)  Furnish,  on  loan  or  otherwise,  any  appliance  or  utensil  which 
will  be  of  assistance  for  the  purpose  of  precaution  against 
the  spread  of  infection. 

(5.)  Distribute  handbills  or  leaflets  of  information  and  instruction 
respecting  pulmonary  consumption,  and  precautions  to 
be  observed  to  prevent  spread. 

It  is  apparent,  therefore,  that  the  precautions  usually  taken  on  the 
occurrence  of  dangerous  infectious  disease,  must  be  observed  in  cases  of 
Pulmonary  iuberculosis,  in  iuLure,  and  it  will  be  my  duty  to  see  that 
these  Regulations  are  carried  out  in  your  District. 
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V.  CONDITION  OF  HOUSES  IN  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  general  condition  of  the  houses  in  the  District  are  satisfactory. 
There  has  been  no  complaint  of  overcrowding  or  any  serious  sanitary 
defects  brought  to  the  notice  of  your  officials,  with  the  exception  of  the 
drainage  system  of  the  National  Schools.  It  was  proposed  by  your 
Council  that  the  whole  system  should  be  overhauled  and  altered  in 
accordance  with  the  plans  of  the  Surveyor.  This  was  done  at  once, 
and  the  prompt  action  taken  by  the  Council  is  commendable,  as  the 
aggregation  of  a number  of  children  in  a building  the  drainage  of  which 
is  not  entirely  above  suspicion,  is  a danger  to  the  inmates  and  the  com- 
munity at  large.  It  only  remains  to  be  said,  that  all  new  buildings 
which  have  been  erected,  and  any  alterations  to  old  ones,  have  been 
carried  out  in  compliance  with  the  Bye  Laws,  so  that  the  presence  of 
adequate  air  space,  efficiency  of  the  drainage  system,  etc.,  etc.,  are 
ensured. 

VI.  SEWERAGE  AND  SCAVENGING. 

Owing  to  the  geological  formation  of  the  District  there  is  an  excel- 
lent fall  towards  the  sea  and  the  sewage  is  rapidly  disposed  of.  But 
there  have  been  many  complaints  in  the  past  of  reflux  of  this  SLwage 
on  to  the  Beach,  and  you  will  remember  that  consideral)le  expense  was 
incurred  in  endeavouring  to  ascertain  the  best  method  of  dealing  with 
this  question,  a vital  one  to  a place  like  Salterton. 

Nothing  very  definite  has  been  decided  upon,  but  I understand 
your  Council  has  in  view  the  lengthening  of  the  present  sewer  outfall. 
Whether  or  not  this  will  be  a satisfactory  way  of  disposing  of  the 
sewage  remains  to  be  seen.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  it  will  prove  a I’eal 
and  lasting  remedy,  as  it  is  not  conducive  to  the  reputation  of  a rising 
watering  place,  like  Salterton,  to  have  this  question  of  the  disposal  of 
its  sewage  constantly  discussed. 

The  bi-weekly  collection  and  removal  of  house  refuse  continues  to 
give  satisfaction,  and  no  complaints  of  remissness  or  inattention  on  the 
part  of  any  of  your  employes  have  reached  me. 
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VII.  FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT. 

There  are  no  Factories  and  only  a few  Workshops  and  Workplaces 
in  this  District.  Eight  Workshops  and  two  Workplaces  have  been 
inspected  and  found  satisfactory. 

In  conclusion,  I think  it  will  be  admitted  that  the  condition  of  the 
District,  from  a sanitary  point  of  view,  was  quite  up  to  the  average 
during  1908.  Only  five  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were  notified,  and 
in  all  these  cases,  the  prompt  means  taken  to  prevent  spread,  were 
efiectual  : the  average  age  at  death  of  half  the  number  registered  was 
over  76  years:  the  zymotic  rate  was  low,  and  so  also  was  the  infant 
mortality. 

I have  to  thank  your  Surveyor  for  his  help  in  the  compilation  of 
this  Report,  and  a word  of  thanks  is  due  to  the  other  servants  of  the 
Council,  who  have  carried  out  their  duties  so  satisfactorily.
